Applicant agues that since the current application and the Mitsuoka reference are assigned to Fujitsu Limited, and since the Mitsuoka 
reference qualifies as a 102(e) reference, Mitsuoka can not be used for a 103 rejection under Section 103(c)(1). Applicant claims that 
both applications were owned or subject to the same assignment at the time the claimed invention was made. Upon looking up the 
current application's assignment information, Examiner discovered that the assignment of the current application to Fujitsu Limited was 
recorded on 1 1/07/2007.
